dise. It is one of the most elaborate and costly 
designs in Japan, and very seldom accomplished 
even in painting. One of the halls of the 
Mikado's palace, decorated with this design, is 
known as the Hall of Howo. The dignity of the 
design and the magnificence of the coloring make 
it a most sumptuous example of Japanese em- 
broidery. The gold threads used throughout are 
genuine wound gold cord, which retain their 
brilliancy forever. Designed by Kishi Chikudo, 
and executed under direct supervision of S, 
Nomura. The time required in producing the 
above described specimen was three years and 
two months. Border is finished with Kiuran 
brocade.
